The petition of Robert Johnson and others, was referred to a committee of four, to join 
from council. 

The bill, entitled “ an act, designating a place for erecting the county buildings in the 
county of Orange,” which was referred from the last to the present session, was, on motion 
of Mr. Austin dismissed. - `

His ixcellency the Governor, attended by his honor the lieutenant 
Governor, and the honourable Council, appeared in the house, and be- 
ing seated, his Excellency the Governor after being duly sworn, de- 
livered the following : 


SPARE, 


Genilemen of the Council, r~ 
and of the House of Representatives, 


THE uneguirocal approbation which my fellow citizens have been pleased to manifest 
almy past conduct, by selecting me a second time, with increased unanimity, to preside 
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over the affairs of the state, is calculated alike to enhance my feelings of gratitude, and 

my obligations of duty. But being, as I trust, fully sensible, that the strength of these 
feelings, and the influence of these obligations, are to be tested, not by professions, but by 
actions, I shall pass over the former, and rest myself upon the latter. 

The affairs of the nation continue peaceful and prosperous. ` And since our last meet- 
ing, an act has been passed by the government of the United States, for the encourage- 
ment of American manufactures, which, although falling short of the just expectations of 
the friends of domestick industry, it is to be hoped will lead to further measures, and in 
the end prove to have been but the commencement of a system, that alone can exalt this 
nation to that lofty eminence, i aioe by a wise direction of her resources, she is destined 
to occupy. 

The principal duties eats, of us, on the occasion of our annual sceibiees! are, 
such improvements and alterations in the existing laws of the state, and the passage of 
such new ones, as may have been-proved by experience to be necessary and important, 
and may be called for by the changes in the condition of society ; a vigilant superinten- 
dence over the fiscal concerns of the state, both as it respects the just levy, and the eco- 
nomical expenditure of the public funds; the improvement of the channels of communi- 
cation between the different parts of the state, and with other states; the exertion of all 
the means within our power to promote the interests of trade, agriculture and manufac- 
tures; the appointment of honest and capable men to fill the publick offices; a strict 
attention to the state of the militia ; anda watchful care over the condition of our schools, 
and learned institutions. 

As it respects one or two of the subjects just enumerated, it is thought necessary to be 
somewhat more particular. Notwithstanding the laws relating to the militia were revised 
in the year 1818, several additional acts, containing alterations of the principal act, have 
since been passed, by which a system that ought to be plain and simple, is rendered intri- 
cate and complicated. The system also being considered still defective, and not being 
in all respeets conformable to the laws of the United States, another revision at the pre- 
sent session would be beneficial. If you should conclude to act on this subject, whatever 
committee it may be referred to, will be furnished with such suggestions as shall be 
deemed necessary or useful. + 

So too with regard to the laws for the organization and support of schools. Besides 
being scattered through the statute books, they might be improved in that efficiency of 
regulation which is essential to the usefulness and prosperity of these valuable establish- 
ments. These therefore might likewise be revised to advantage. 

But what is more important, the funds provided by existing laws, and from which 
great benefits have certainly been derived, I am satisfied, are "yet Inadequate to afford 
those facilities of education to all classes of the community, which every good government 
ought to provide. ‘The universal diffusion of early education is so indispensable to the 
promotion of social order, of morality, and of religion, and to the maintenance and per- 
manency of republican institutions, that its cause demands our most decided and vigorous 
support. I feel it to be a duty therefore not to be dispensed with, to recommend that the 
amount now directed to be annually raised by taxation, be increased. The state has no 
_ publick property to appropriate to this object; but the property within it, though owned 
by individuals, must nevertheless be reached, in order to sustain the publick burdens, and 
to fulfil the public duties and obligations. And I now repeat, what I remarked the last 
year, that there is no injustice in compelling the rich to contribute to the ‘education of 
the poor. 

Although in general opposed to great and radical changes i in the publick laws of the 
state, yet I would respectfully submit to your wisdom, whether the time has not arrived 
which will safely admit of some modification of the relations between the creditor and 
his debtor. ‘The power which the former has long been suffered to exercise over the 
person of the latter, whether his conduct has been honest or fraudulent, is at variance with 
the mild policy of our laws in all other respects, and is repugnant to the best feelings of 
the human heart. That some difficulties may in the outset present themselves in regula- 
ting the details of a system calculated to afford the appropriate relief, is not to be denied. 
At the same time, we ought well to reflect, before we should, by that cons ideration, be 
deterred from approaching a subject, whose claims to our attention are founded in the 
firmest principles of justice and benevolence. 

But whatever may be your views as to the propriety of any interference, or the extent 
of the relief that should be provided, considering the question in a general light, it is not 
perceived on what ground any objection can be ‘made to the passage of a law exempting 
females from imprisonment on matters of contract. The spectacle of an honest and unfor- 
tunate female confined in a common jail, with persons of all descriptions, or even at all. 
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restrained of her liberty, because she may be unable to fulfil a contract, must create the 
most painful sensations in the mind of every feeling and honourable man; while on the 
other hand, the confinement offone of an opposite character, under the like circum- 
stances, cannot be otherwise than disgusting in its aspect, and demoralizing in its tenden- 
cy, and is therefore equally to be avoided. For the honour of the state I can say, that I 
am not aware of the trequency of cases of either description; but they do sometimes hap- 
pen. The bare circumstance however, the law will admit of their occurrence, is, in my 
opinion, in this instance, sufficient to justify the alteration proposed. 

In pursuance of the resolution passed at the last session, in relation to the deaf and 
dumb, Mr. George P. Marsh has been appointed to colleet the information required, and 
will, it is presumed, make a satisfactory report. And I beg leave to express my solicitude, 
that this session should not be permitted to pass by, without some efficient measures for 
the benefit of this neglected class of our population. 

Under the resolution respecting the rights of land originally granted to the Society for 
the propagation of the gospel m foreign parts, a correspondence has taken place with the 
Hon. Daniel Webster, the counsel employed on behalfot the state to defend the suit 
against the town of New Haven, for one of those rights, which will without delay be laid 
before you. 

Various resolutions have been received from several of the states, which will be sea- 
sonably communicated to you. Those from the state of Aiabama, recommending General 
Andrew Jackson for the Presidency, and those from the state of ‘Tennessee, disappreving 
of the practice of nominating candidates for President and Vice President of the United 
States, by Congressional caucuses, cannot require anv measnres on the part of the legis- 
lature. ‘This state will soon be called on, in a-constitufional way, to express her choice 
of persons to fill the offices of President and Vice President; and in doing so, it is believed 
she will not fail to evince a proper regard for her own character, or the interest of the 
Union. The subject of conzressional caucuses is one over which we have no authority ; 
and it is moreover undeserving of the importance that has been given to it. It is an im- 
peachment of the understanding, as wellas the independence of the people of the United 
States, to suppose that thev would not elect the most suitable men to the first offices in 

. the government, because others may have been nominatcd by an assemblage of members 
of Congress; ; or that they would disregard the just claims of any candidate, merely for 
the reason of his having such a recommendation. The subject belongs to the people ; 
and there is no reason to doubt that they will properly dispose ofit. 

In addition to the ordinary business of the session, it will be necessary to appoint some 
person to represent this state in the Senate of the United States, jor six years, from and 
after the 3d of March next. 

The period is also at hand when electors of President and Vice President of the United 
States are to be appointed, and it 1s for the legislature to direct the manner in which this 
shall be done. The practice in this state has heretofore been for the two houses, by joint 
ballot, to appoint the electors, in pursuance ofa concurrent resolution previously adopted 
for that purpose; no law having existed on the subject. 

The constitution of the United States provides that “ Each state shall appoint, in such 
manner as the legislature thereof may direct, a number of electors, equal to the whole 
number of Senators and Representativ es to which the state may be entitled in the Con- 
gress.” 

It is donatfal, to say the least, whether by the true construction of the coustitution, it 
was originaly intended that the legislatures of the several states should have the right, 
under the authority to direct the manner in which the state should appoint the electors, 
to assume to themselves, or to vest any where, distinct from the people, the power of such 
appointment. But admitting it to have been settled by the practice of several of the states, 
that it rests with the legislature te decide, whether it will itself exercise this power, or 
vest it with the people, the question recurs, Which course shall be pursued? 

That it was designed by the constitution that the electors should truly represent the 
choice’ of their Fe Deere states, can surely require no effort to prove. And it would 
seem to be equally clear, that thischoice can be no other than that of the people of each 

state. But how are the wishes of the people to be ascertained unless the electors are cho- 
sen by them? There is no other way in which their preference can be expressed; and 
any assumption of thit preference can only be founded on conjecture. The sentiments of 
a majority of the legislature may, or may ‘not accord with those of a majority of the peo- 
ple; and if the electors are appointed by the former, it follows, that a vote may be given 
in behalr of the state, directly contrary to its wishes. Ifthen, the people have no voice 
in the appointment of electors, they are, in a great measure, out of the question, in the 

election of the most important officers in the nation. With these views, I am of opinion 
that a law oneht to he nace? nravi ne for the annmnintment of electors by the people. 
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If you should conclude to adopt the course recommended, it will still remain to be de- 
termined, whether the election shall take place by a general ticket, or by districts. The 
former appears to me to be the proper mode. 

' The constitution declares that “ each state” shall appoint its number of electors. All 
the electors therefore should be appointed by the state ;' not some by one portion of the 
state, and some by another. It was designed that the election of a president should be by 
states, each state~having in the first instance a number of votes equal to her number of 
Senators and Representatives in Congress, which is nearly on the basis of population; 
and if the election shonld come into the House of Representatives, then the states to be 
equal, each having one vote. In choosing electors by districts, the most populous and 
important state in the Union, and which it was intended should have a correspondent 
weight in the electoral vote, might be thrown entirely out of the scale, by a division 
among its electors. The election by states, and by general ticket in each state, exhibits 
a union of the federative, and the popular principle, happily adapted to the organization 
of the general, and the state governments. For,while the power and importance of the 
states are preserved, the popular voice, by the appointment of electors, has a controling 
influence over the election. 

The main argument which has usually been relied on in favour of district elections, is, 
that by a general ticket the people are compelled to vote for men of whom they may be 
ignorant, while in each district they will generally have a personal knowledge of the 
candidates. This argument, yielding‘to it all the weight that is claimed for it, is still light 
compared with those on the other side of the question, as applicable to the appointment 
of Presidential electors. But it assumes for fact an ignorance in the people, the existence 
of which is by no means admitted. Their information and intelligence on all subjects 
connected with the affairs of the government, and their knowledge of the moral and po- 
litical characters of that class of citizens from which the electors are usually selected, are 
believed to be such, as fo preclude the idea that they are not capable of making an ad- 
vantageous choice by general ticket, throughout the respective states. 

I am aware that a proposition like that now submitted, was before the legislature at 
the last session, and was dismissed. Butthere is reason to believe that the decision was 
principally produced by the consideration that there was no necessity of acting on the 
subject until the present session, At any rate, I am convinced that no designs hostile to 
the wishes of the people, as it respects the selection of a President, were entertained by 
the members on that occasion. 

The recent arrival of General La Fayette in the United States, is an event that de- 
serves our notice. This respected and venerable patriot, at an early age, left his country, 
and his family, and, for purposes the most noble and benevolent, sought his way to thése 
then troubled shores. He found the people ma state of bondage, and placing himself by 
the side of their first chief, assisted to lead them through the wilderness, to the enjoyment 
of freedom and independence. He returned to his ownt country, and after an absence , of 
forty years, has come once more to visit that which he gloriously served in his youth. 
He finds, indeed, that of his old associates, comparatively few, like himself, have survived 
the wreck of time, and remain to greet his arrival, and to talk over the perils and the 
glories of their former days. Yet he finds the children of those who have descended to 
the tomb; and thehearts of these swell with affection and with reverence for the friend 
and companion of their departed fathers. But ebove all, he finds himself owned by the 
whole nation, as one of her earliest and most distinguished benefactors, and is cheered by 
an universal burst of gratitude and of love, from one extreme of the Union to the other. 

An invitation to the General to visit this state, previous to his return to France, while 
it is but a faint tribute of respect due to him, would doubtless be agreeable to the people 


in general, and could not fail to be peculiarly gratifying to those veterans among us, who 


participated with him, though in humbler stations, in many of the scenes which have 
associated his name with the history of our independence. And from the fact that he 
would meet with some of those venerable patriots, we may be permitted to indulge the 
anticipation, that his visit would not be wholly destitute of interest to himself. 

Having thus concisely and frankly submitted to you my views on the various subjects 
which I have deemed to be essentially connected with the welfare of the state, I have 
only to add, that by pursuing a course, dictated by our best judgments, and controlled by 
upright intentions, we have the best ground to flatter ourselves, that, under the superin- 
tending care of that Providence whose divine countenance we should ever seek, the hap- 
pmezs and prosperity of the people will be promoted, and the character and respectability 


of the state improved and elevated.

` THE REPORT 
aceompanying the above communication, is as follows, viz. 


- TuE agent, appointed by the Governor, in pursuance ofa resolution of the General 
Assembly, to collect information upon the education of the Deaf and Dumb, having visited 
the Asylums at Hartford and New-York, and collected such information as has been in 
his power, begs leave respectfully, to submit the following report. 

The objects coutemplated by the resolution of the legislature are supposed to be, to 
ascertain; whether the deaf and dumb are eapable of receiving instruction of a practical 
and useful character ; how far this instruction ought to be carried for their own advantage 
and for that of society ; how this instruction may be most expeditiously and economically 
obtained. * 

It is believed the most abundant evidence may be adduced, that the deaf and dumb are 
capable of acquiring an education, which shall qualify them for the performance of allthe 
ordinary duties, and the management of all the ordinary concerns. of life, and it is hoped 
the legislature of Vermont will not think the time long, or the expense great, which are 
necessary for the attainment of so desirable an object. 

In order to conceive more clearly of the practicability of imparting instruction to those 
whom nature has deprived of that sense, which is the chief medium through which the 
ideas of others are communicated to us, it will be necessary to examine a little into the 
nature of language, and the constitutional difference between the deaf and dumb, and 
those possessed of all the usual faculties. The minds of the deaf and dumb are constitu- 
ted precisely like those of the rest of our race. They are possessed of the same intellec- 
tual faculties, and the same moral attributes, and differ from others only, by having one 
medium the less for the transmission of impressions, and the reception of ideas. The 
sense, however, of which the deaf and dumb are deprived, is much the most important, so 
far as the acquisition of ideas is concerned, and this deprivation is abundantly sufficient to 
account for all the real and apparent differences between them and us. 

The deafand dumb, in a state of nature, possess no means of receiving ideas from others ; 
consequently, all the ideas of an uneducated deaf mute must be original, and.derived only 
from personal observation; and inasmuch as the ideas, which we ourselves originate, or 
which are the result of personal observation, bear but a small proportion to those, which 
are derived from others, either directly by conversation and writing, or indirectly by re- 
flection and comparison, it is obvious, that the stock of ideas of the deaf and dumb must 
fall very far short of that possessed by those in the enjoyment and use of all their facul- 
ties. Butthere is another and more important disadvantage resulting from the want of 
the sense of hearing. The use of the general terms of language is the only means we 
possess of reflection and the comparison of ideas. As the deaf mute is deprived of lan- 
guage, and consequently possesses no determinate signs for fixing, recalling and combining 
his ideas, it is clear that no original idea can be fixed in his mind, and he is therefore in- 
capable of acquiring new ideas by reflection, and the comparison of the few, which can 
be derived from personal experience. His impressions are all transient, and his sensations 
fugitive. Without the means of comparison, he cannot deduce the most simple conse- 
quence by reasoning. His mind is affected solely by present sensations, and he is happy 
or miserable, according as they are pleasant or disagreeable. ‘ He cannot have the satis- 
faction of reflecting on the past, or the pleasure of deriving the means of future enjoyment. 
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Alone, amidst his fellows, referring every thing to himself, and existing for himself alone, 
he obeys the impulses of passion, without restraint or moderation, and without reference 
to future personal interest or regard to the rights of others. Inferior to the savage, who 
possesses the means of communication with his fellows, enjoys the advantages of society, 
and is connected with his race, by political and moral relations, he is but a moving ma- 

chine, possessing little to elevate him above the brutes, destitute even of that sure instinct, 

which serves them as an infallible guide; and their inferior in corporeal organization, 
in usefulness, and in happiness. The object of instructing the deaf and dumb, is to givea 

new existence to this animated statue, to establish a bond of communion between hini 

and other men, to teach him that he is not alone in nature, that men are connected by 
relations, which render them mutually dependant upon each other, to teach him, in fine, 
that he is a man, and to inform him what'are his rights, and daties assuch. ‘To educate 
a deaf mute is to render a new member to society, to give life to that which was before 

dead, and almost to convert matter into mind. The means by which these important re- 
sults are produced, are not less interesting to the philosopher, than to the christian and 
philanthropist. The deplorable condition of the uneducated deaf and dumb, being the 
consequence of the want of language, the first step to be taken-is to supply this grand 
desideratum. The language of words must be taught them, through the medium of the 
language of signs. All language is composed of signs either vocal or manual. These 
signs, in written and spoken language, with the exception of the very few words, whose 
sounds are imitative, are purely arbitrary. There is no natural connection between 
words and the objects they stand for. We can conceive no reason why the word fish, 
should represent the inhabitants of the water, why air should represent the fluid which 
encompasses the globe, or why earth should indicate the world weinhabit. The language 
of signs, on the contrary, is natural and significant, and for the most part very readily in- 
telligible.” Pronounce the word Jish to a foreigner; you excite no idea in his mind; but 
make the sign which corresponds to this word, in the sign language, let the hand be car- 
ried forwards, with a laterally undulating motion, and he comprehends you at once. “If 
the fore finger be passed from the eye towards an object, in the attitude of pointing” to 
see is clearly indicated. An exchange may be expressed, tby extending the two fore 
fingers perpendicularly, and passing the hands by each other, transversely, in front of the 
breast.” The uneducated deaf and dumb, being precluded from the ordinary means of 
communication with those about them, generally frame a sign language for themselves, 
which is sufficiently intelligible to those who are in the habit of familiar intercourse with 
them, and it is not a little remarkable, that their signs are almost universally the same. 

in the ordinary language of conversation, which is much less artificial than written lan- 
guage, we ourselves unconsciously make no small use of signs. The movements of the 
body, the gestures of the limbs, the varied expression of the countenance, in animated 
conversation, are nothing else than signs, and are natural and universal. We express our 
dissent from a proposition, by a shake of the head, and our acquiesence by a nod. We 
beckon with the hand, in token of calling, and we repel, by thrusting the hand from us. 

Even the tones and inflections of the voice, being natural and every where the same, be- 
long to the class of natural signs, though not addressed to the eye. Most of these signs 
are common also to the deaf and dumb, and some even ofthe vocal signs, such as laughter 
and weeping. Signs are used, in proportion to the rudeness and imperfection of the lan- 
guage of words. Among uncultivated nations, who possess no written language, signs 
form a considerable part of the medium of communication, and the uneducated deaf and 
dumb find little difficulty in making themselves well understood by savages; through the 
medium of signs. 

From this view of the subject, it is apparent there can be no insuperable difficulty, in 
communicating to-the deaf and dumb, ideas and consequently instruction, on the common 
affairs and occurrences of life. But the natural language of signs extends little further 
than to the nomenclature of visible objects, and the expression of those actions, which can 
be approptiately represented, by signs strictly imitative. How then can we communicate 
to them metaphysical or:abstract ideas: ? How can these be represented by signs addressed 
to the eye? What analogy can there be between material signs and the operations of 
thought, or the affections of the soul? How can a gesture or motion of the body be made 
to canvey ideas of thought, of reflection, of belief of doubt, of the immortality or of the 
separate existence of the soul? In short, how can such signs convey any other ideas, than 
those of form, motion, and position ? 

I answer, by means analogous to those, by which similar ideas are conveyed, in spoken 
language. In the early stages of society, language is generally rude and imperfect, in 
proportion to the ignorance and lowness in the scale of civilization of those who speak it. 
savages have little occasion for terms expressing metaphysical ideas, or the operations of 
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the mind, and their languages are almost uniformly found extremely deficient in such 
words. Itis only when they have made some progress in civilization, and when the 
truths of religion, or the fictions of superstition begin to be displayed to them, that it be- 
comes necessary to extend their vocabularies, beyond the nomenclature of material ob- 
jects, and of the common transactions and occurrences of savage life. When the want of 
terms for metaphysical ideas just begins to be felt, a language sufficient for the purposes 
of material life has already been formed, and as there is no natural connexion between 
‘words and the ideas we assign to them, words cannot be introduced, which shall natu- 
rally and necessarily, represent metaphyisical ideas, or the operations of the mind.~ It 
becomes necessary therefore, in framing words to express these ideas, to borrow, from the 
vocabulary of material objects or operations, terms suggested by the imaginary resem- 
blance, hetween the properties and operations of matter and those of mind. Accordingly 
we find that the terms we use to express metaphysical and abstract ideas, and the opera- 
tions of the mind, are generally taken, co far as we know their etymology, from some sup- 
posed analogy or resemblance between the operations of the body and those of the mind, 
and between visible objects or sensible qualities and abstract ideas. The etymology of 
the word ¢o reflect is to turn (the mental eye) backwards or inwards—to deliberate is to 
weigh one measure against another, and to expect is to look out tora thing. A, similar et- 
ymological process, so to speak, may be resorted to in a sign language, in those cases 
where a significant sign cannot be used, which the pupil will comprehend, by a reference 
to the operations of his own mind, and to the external effects of these operations. The 
sign for turning the eye inwards may express reflection. Let the hands be held horizon- 
tally moving gently up and down, like the scales of a well poised balance; let ene of them 
at last sink down or preponderate, and this sign may express deliberation, and its result, 
determination. Examples might be multiplied, but it is believed enough has been said 
to give some idea of the practicability and the means of communicating ideas to the deaf 
and dumb. It is to the history and success of the seminaries for their education, in Eu- 
rope and America, that we must look for the most abundant evidence of the possibility of 
imparting to their minds that knowledge through the sense of sight, which nature has de- 
nied them the means of acquiring through the ears. 

After the great barrier, between the deaf mute and the rest of mankind is removed, by 
the acquisition of language, and he can avail himself of the ideas, the reasonings, and the 
discoveries of others, after he has acquired the means of fixing, combining and comparing 
his ideas, there is nothing to check his progress, in the paths of literature and science, if 
provided with the proper means of instruction, but those limits, by which the faculties of 
all alike are circumscribed. But as the object of educating the deaf and dumb is to ena- 
ble them to gain a livelihood by honest industry, to fulfil the duties of citizens, and to 
comprehend and appreciate the truths of religion, it seems the bounty of the legislature 
ought to be carried no further, than to qualify them for the management of the ordinary 
concerns of life, or than to afford them a degree of instruction equivalent to a common 
school education. The length of time necessary for an intelligent deaf mute to be under 
instruction, in order to acquire a good knowledge of the various branches of a common 
‘ education, may be estimated at from five to eight years, according to the diligence and 
capacity of the pupil. Much useful knowledge may however be acquired, in the course 
of three or four years, and instances have been known, in more than one of the American | 
Asylums, of the acquisition of a pretty good education, within that period. Such instan- 
ces are however rare, and it is perhaps not safe to calculate, that pupils in general will 
acquire a good knowledge of language, and the other common branches of instruction, in 
less than five years. It is observable, that pupils, between the ages of fourteen and twen- 
ty or twenty-five, make more rapid improvement than those, whose education is com- 
menced at an earlier period. It is found extremely difficult to confine the attention and 
excite the ambition of the younger, and the habits and characters of those, who are fur-~ | 
ther advanced in life, usually become too fixed, to be easily susceptible of new impres- 
sions. The apparent knowledge of language possessed by the’ partially educated deaf 
and dumb is far from being a fair measure of their improvement. Much useful knowl- 
edge is communicated to them by signs, before they acquire such an acquaintance with 
language, as to express their ideas correctly in words. The actual proficiency of the deaf 
and dumb, though apparently slow, is in reality rapid, in comparison with that of ordina- . 
ry children. Five years may seem a long time for a person of mature age to devote to 
the acquisition ofa common school education; but let this be compared with the progress 
of children in common schools. A deaf mute commencing his education, at whatever age, 
cannot be supposed to be further advanced, than a child, at the age when children usual- 
ly begin to learn the alphabet. In five years the deaf mute possesses a good acquuint- 
ance with language, expresses his thoughts in writing grammatically, is sufficiently well 
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versed in common arithmetic, and has a general knowledge of geography. But how much 
knowledve does an ordinary child no.sess of these branches, after five years instruction? 
To what extent can he read written lanzruage understandingly ? What knowledge does 
he possess of grammar, arithinet: ie wid geography ? How accurately or intelligibly « cun he 
express his thoughts in writyng: Itis not too much to say that the ‘proficiency of the deaf 
and dumb, in the commen branches of instru iction, is at least equal to that of ordinary 
children, and it is certain, that the general improvement of their intellectual faculties is 
far greater. A vast proportion of th ideas of words and things, entertained by those who 
hear and speak, are derived in eariy lite, from the ignorant and uneducated persons, to 
whom the manarement of chillrea js usually entrusted. ‘They learn words by rote, of- 
ten with a wrong, and often with so efits meaning attached io them,and retain the ha- 
bit of asing them at random in añer Fkfe Vague aud incorrect impressions and notions of 
thins: are also communicated to them, in the same way, which can only be eradicated, by 
fain mstruction, or corrected by long ex verieace. ‘he deaf mute on the contrary, 
leat as nothing by rote, but e.-ry thing by analysis, Tnstruct:on cannot be conveyed to 
him except the most methodical manuer, and he aajuires few ideas except from those 
who are sure to give him just ones The tustructcr must analyze all the words he teach- 
es. wust distinguish the proper and figurative sense uf words, must discriminate between 
der. watives and primitives, and between simple and compound phrases. In consequence 
of this philosophical course of instruct.on, the deaf and dumb not only acquire the pre- 
cise meaning of words. but become good grammarians and logical reasoners. ‘The princi- 
ples of grammar. metaphysics, a and “phylosophy however are not resorted to, in their in- 
struction, for the sake of making tnem eritics or metaphysicians. They are employed 
merely because practical instruction can be communicated to them in no other way, than 
by razidly philosophical methods. They are necessary. in order to put them on a level 
with those, who can dispense with their employment, because they possess a substitute, 
in the power of hearnz and speech. They are the means and imstruments, rather than 
the object of mstruct.on, and are indispensable, in preparing them for the humblest occu- 
patrons, as in condact:u.z them-to the highest branches of human science. 

[i most of the American asylums, the deaf and dumh are instructed only in language, 
arithmet.c, geography, and the other tranches of common school education Articulation, 
though taught in the Enzlish schools, is not now attempted, either in America or in con- 
tineatal Europe. They ‘cannot be tauzht to speak intelligibly, without the most painful 
efforts and the greatest sacrifice of time, labonr and e expense. After all, their articula- 
tion is at best, painful to themselves, and disagreeable to those who hear them. In some 
of the American seminaries, and particularly at Hartford, arrangements are made for in- 
structing those, who may choose it, in the mechanical arts. It has been objected to this 
course, that it must occupy too great a portion of the time, which vught to be devoted to 
the acquisition of an ed eaten. and itis urzed, that trades may be learned by the deaf 
and dumb, after leaving the asylum, more expeditiously, than while they are pursuing a 
course of study, and without incurring expense, or interfering with their progress in learn- 
ing. But at Hartford none of the regular hours of instruction are devoted to mechanical 
pursuits, and itis believed, that as their instructors in these arts are themselves either 
dear and dumb, or well acquainted with their language, and peculiarities, besides being 
very skilful mechanics, they may acyuire trades, much more rapidly and thoroughly. un- 
der their inspection, than elsewhere. Experience has shown conclusively, that the ac- 
quisition of a trade, while they are pursuing their regular studies in the asylum, does not, 
in the slightest degree, interfere with their progress in learning, and that, on the contrary, 
their avidity for mstruction is rather increased than diminished, by regular employment 
when, out of school. 

The educated deaf and dumb may hold communication with others by writing, by the 
manual alphabet, or by signs. The manual alphabet may be very readily acquired, and 
by this means conversation may be caried on, with a facility altogether incredible to 
those who have not witnessed it. A letter may be made by the fingers as quickly as it 
can be pronounced by the organs of speech, and a sentence may be spelled by the manual 
alphabet, in one fourth part of the time in which it can be written. Those who are in 
the habits of familiar intercourse with them, soon learn enough of the language of signs to 
converse with them on common subjects, with very nearly as great facility as by spoken 

language. Possessing these means of communication, abundantly sufficient for the ordin- 
ary purposes of life, enjoying a competent acquaintance with all the common branches of 
knowledge, furnished w.th the means of ac jnirmg a livelihood by honest industry. and 
above all, instructe! in the truths of he Christian relision, there is no reason why they 
may not fill their stations in society, with as great respectability and usefulness as any of 
our race. 
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The education of the deaf and dumb might be provided for, either by the establishment 
of a seminary for their instruction within the state, or by semine them to sone of the 
asylums already instituied. If a new asylum is to be established. 1t must be furnished 
with competent aud experienced instructors, at liberal salaries, and with accommodations 
for board.ng, lodging and instructing the pupils.—** Schools for the deaf and dumb cannot 
exist without a sufficient number of pupils, not only to justify the expense of establishing 
and continuing them, but also of concentrating the interest, which those individuals must 
feel, and the efforts, which they must make, who are engaged in their instruction. No one 
should undertake the education of the deaf and dumb, who has not been trained to it by 
a long and intimate acquaintance with them. This is necessary for a teacher in order to 
beeume familar with the singular peculiarities of ‘heir minds and characters, to learn all 
their various modes of expressing their ideas by the na‘ural siens- which they themselves 
huve invented; and to gain that simplicity of thought in the communication of knowledge 
to such uncultivated minds, and that versatility of manner in his intercourse with them, 
which will be accommodated to the different aspects, under which their native genius, or 
acquired hahits. may present themselves. In addition to all this he should make himself 
master of that methodical system of signs, which the combined talents and experience of 
European instructors have been for years maturing.” .But as so much time and labour 
are necessary to qualify instructors, it is not to be expected, that they should take the 
pains to acquire the difficult art of teaching the deaf and dumb, merely for the purpose of 
devoting a few months or years to the business of instruction, at a moderate compensation, 
as 1s often done by the young graduates from our colleges. It must be a business for life, 
and to induce men ofthe requisite talents and qualifications to engage permanently in it, 
a prospect not only of present but of future support must be offered. Another source of 
considerable expense, in the establishment of a new asylum, is the necessity of providing 
ample and expen-ive accommodations, for the pupils and their instructors. The unedu- 
cated deaf and dumb, while under a course of instruction, connot well be accommodated 
separately, as at other schools. Their inexperience and the want of the sense of hearing 
expose them to a thousand accidents and impositions, when not immediately under the 
eye of those, who have a direct interest in their welfare. They derive great advantage, 
from being under the continual superintendance of their teachers, and from constant and 
familiar intercourse with each other, and with their instructors. It is found to be indis- 
pensable as well to their improvement, as their happiness, that thiev should be kept to- 
gether as much as possible, not only while in school, but in the.r hours of relaxation. 
This can only be done, by the erection of expensive buildings for boarding, lodging, and 
instructing them, and also for workshops, if it be thought advisable to teach them the me- 
chanical arts, a point upon which it is believed very little doubt can be entertained: 

The returns from the offices of the town clerks not having been received, it is impossi- 
ble to calculate with precision, the number of deaf and dumb in the state. As the re- 
turns for 1818 were too incomplete to be made the basis of a calculation, it will be ne- 
cessary to resprt to the statistics of other states, for data, upon which to found an estimate 
of the probable number of deaf and dumb in Vermont. Upon the most accurate estimates, 
they have been calculated to constitute about one two thousandth part of the whole po- 
pulation, and this is a proportion, from which they have been found to vary very little, 
either in Europe or America. Taking the population of Vermont at two hundred and 
forty thousand, there would be about one hundred and twenty deaf mutes in the state. Of 
this number about one third, or forty, are probably between fonrteen and twenty-five 
years of age, a time of life, which experience has shewn to be the only period, in which 
much progress can be expected from the pupil. Ofthese forty probably at least one fourth 
are, through idiocy, bad character, constitutional malady, ability of parents te educate 
them, or other causes, unfit subjects for the bounty of the public. The average annual 
increase of the population of the Unired States is at the rate of about three per cent. Al- 
though the population of Vermont had increased at a mueh slower rate, for several years 
preceding the last census, yet as the-same causes are not likely again to operate, to check 
its growth, it will probably be safe to assume three per cent, as the maximum of the pro- 
bable future increase of the population of the state. If we assume the same high ratio as 
the rate of increase of the deaf and dumb, the annual increase will not be more s than four, 
and of these, not more than three, from the abovementioned causes, would be dependant 
on the public for education. 

We have then, at this time about thirty, who are fit subjects for instruction, with an 
annual increase of at most three or four, while the present population of this state is not `

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materially augmented. After the education of those, who are already of a proper age te 
receive instruction is completed which may be done ina few years, and for a less sum 
ihan it would cost to erect the necessary buildings; and educate a sufficient number of 
competent instructors, there would be only the annual increase of three or four to be pro- 
vided for, a number, it will be readily perceived, by far too small to authorize the estab- 
lishment of an asylum, particularly, as they must be divided into classes according to age 
and the length of time they have been under instruction, and as a single class, however, 
small, must necessarily occupy nearly the whole time of one instructor The whole 
number which would accumulate during the period of instruction of one class, may be 
educated for a sum little larger than the salary alone of a single competent instructor. 
_ Economy, therefore seems to dictate the policy of sending the deaf and dumb out of the 
state for instruction. But there is another important obstacle in the way of establishing 
an asylum in the state ; it is the extreme difficulty, if not impossibility, of procuring teach- 
ers competent to the task. Itis believed, that every qualified instructor in the United 
States is now regularly employed at some of the already too numerous deaf and dumb 
asylums. The expense of educating instructors for the purpose would, as has already 
heen hinted, be sufficient to educate a very considerable proportion of those, who are now 
ofa proper age to receive instruction. Another consideration, which is probably entitled 
to some weight is, that several seminaries for the deaf and dumb are already established, 
which have been provided, atgreat expense, with ample accommodations for pupils, and 
furnished with experienced instructors. H asylums continue to-be multiplied, until there 
shall be one in every state in the Union, either all must tall together for want of support, 
or a great amount of property, which the hand of public and private charity has invested 
in existing seminaries, must be Jost for want of means and opportunity to dispense it. Nor. 
is this all; it ought not to be kept out of sight, that one at least of the existing seminaries, 
(the American Asylum at Hartford,) is in fact, to a very considcrable extent, a charitable 
institution. Payment is indeed received, but pupils are taken for a yearly sum, which 
falls far short of the actual expense to the institution of supporting and educating them. 
It is upon the income of permanent and considerable funds, that reliance is made for its - 
support, and it has been thought charity might better be dispensed, by reducing to all 
alike, the expenses of education below the actual cost, than by affording to a few instruc-: 
tion free of expense. The establishment of workshops, where the pupils are furnished 
with instruction in the mechanical arts at Hartford, which your agent regards as one of 
the most important branches of the institution, has been to some extent a losing concern. 
Present appearanres are however more favorable, and it is hoped, that instead of sustain- 
ing a loss, the institution may realize something from this source, to be applied to the re- 
duction of the expenses of the pupils. It will nevertheless be continued, as a permanent 
branch of the institution, and if circumstances permit, will be extended, even at the risk 
of a loss of the general funds of the seminary. 

There are, in the United States, six asylums for the deaf and dumb. Communications 
have been received from five of these, proposing to receive pupils from Vavrmont, at dif- 
ferent rates. The oldest seminary for the deaf and dumb, in the United States, is the 
American Asylum at Hartford, an institution combining perhaps greater advantages in 
resources, experience and skill of teachers, and other means of improvement, than any 
other school of this nature in America. It was established early in 1817.—It has very 
considerable funds cerived from private donations and legislative grants. Congress some 
years since made it a grant of 23040 acres of valuable lands. The proceeds of the sales 
of these lands will constitute a very large fund, the income of which, together with what 
is derived from private sources, is applied to the charitable purpose of lessening, as 
much as possible, the expenses of the education of the deaf and dunib. Its grounds and 
buildings are already quite extensive, and may at any time be sufficiently extended, to 
accommodate any desired number of pupils. There are five experienced instructors, and 
several of the elder pupils are ready to become so, whenever their services are required, 
besides three or four skilful mechanics, who are employed to teach the pupils such trades 
as they may wish to acquire. The principal acquired his knowledge of the art of in- 
structing the deaf and dumb, at the celebrated school of the Abbi Sicard. The second 
instructor is a native of France, deaf and dumb from birth, a pupil of the Abbi Sicard, 
and for many years the chief coadjutor in his illustrious labours. The other instructors 
are men of liberal educations, and apparently abundantly well qualified for their sta- 
tons, : 

Attached lo the asylum are several workshops, where the pupils are taught such trades 

‘as they may wish to acquire, without interfering with the regular course of instruction, | 
by skilful mechanics, who are either deaf and dumb, or well acquainted with the sign 
language and characteristic peculiarities of these unfortunates. This arrangement your 
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agent cahnot but regard as one of the most important features in the character of the 
institution. If the principal object of the education of the deaf and dumb be, to enable 
them to gain a livelihood by honest industry, and to fulfil the duties of members of the 
great human family, an important point is certainly gained, if they can be furnished, in 
early life, with the means of procuring a subsistence, without interfering with their pro- 
gress in literary pursuits. Experience has shown that this can be done.’ The deaf and 
dumb are seldom deficient, in mechanical ingenuity, and they acquire trades with great 
readiness, when instructed, by those who can converse with thém, in their own natural 
language of signs. Applicants for admission are required to be between ten and thirty 
years ofage, of good natural intellect, capable of forming and joining letters wizh a pen, 
and free from immoralities of conduct, and contagious diseases. Pupils are received at 
$150 per annum, for which sum they are provided: with board, lodging and washing; the 
continual superintendance of health, conduct, manners and morals; fuel, candles, station- 
ary and other expenses of the school room, and tuition. Extra charges are made in case 
of sickness, and pupils are not received for a less term than two years. A proposition is 
about to be made, to the several legislatures of the New-England states, on the part of 
the board of the directors, which it is hoped will result ina material diminution of the 
expenses of an education at this seminary. á 

The New-York institution for the instruction of the deaf and dumb, was opened in the 
opening of 1818, and has ever since been in successful operation, under the care of self 
taught instructors. Great difficulties were experienced in the outset, from the want of 
funds, and competent instructors. These have been partially relieved by liberal private 
donations, and by several grants from the legislature, amountmg in the whole to more 
than twelve thousand dollais. It is now apparently in a very fiourishing condition, 
though considerable inconvenience is experienced from the want of suitable buildings for 
the accommodation of the pupils. Ofthe proficiency of the pupils, your agent can speak 
in the most favourable terms, from personal observation In January 1824, there were 
fifty pupils under the care of four instructors, two of whom are deaf and dumb. Im addi- 
tion to the grants abovementioned, the state provides for the constant support of thirty 
two deaf mutes at the asylum. Applicants for admission must be between ten and twen- 
ty five years of age, aud are received at one hundred and fifty dollars per annum. For 
this sum they are instructed and furnished with every necessary, including medical atten- 
dance, excepting clothing, bed and bedding. The pupils have not the means of instruc- 
tion in the mechanical arts. 

The Philadelphia asylum for the deaf and dumb has been several years in operation. 
Its funds are derived chiefly from private donations, though some assistance is received 
from the states of Pennsylvania and New Jersey. The charge for tuition, board, We. is 
one hundred and sixty dollars per annum; but if twenty or more pupils, between the 
ages of eight and twenty five, are sent by a state, and continued for three years, they will 
be taken and supplied with every necessary for one hundred dollars per annum. They 
are not instructed in the mechanical arts. 

The Pennsylvania institution for the deaf and dumb, which is also in Philadelphia, has 
been in operation about two years, and is very liberally patronized by the legislature. In 
July last, there were seventy eight pupils, under the charge of a gentleman, formerly an 
instructor at Hartford, with three assistants. Forty deaf mutes are supported at the 
asylum, by the liberality of the commonwealth. The state of New Jersey has also ap- 
propriated $2000 per annum, to be expended at this institution, in the education of the 
deaf and dumb from that state. Several trades are taught the pupils, and it is designed 
to extend this-branch of the institution. Deaf mutes over nine years of age are received 
at $160 per.annum, and furnished with every necessary, clothing excepted. To those 
supported by publick liberality, clothing is also included, and to others, it is furnished at 
a cheap rate, from the manufactures of the institution. 

An asylum has been established at Danville in Kentucky, which contained, at the last 
accounts, twenty one pupils. A grant of $3000 per annum has been made by the legisla- 
ture for itssupport. The principal was formerly an instructor in the New-York institu- 
tion. It is not supposed to be in a flourishing condition. 

An institution bearing the title of “The New-York Central Asylum,” has been lately 
established at Canajoharrie, New-York. This school hes been in partial operation for 
two years, but was not regularly organized, and supplied with a competent instructor, 
until May last. Its funds, with the exception of a grant of $1000, frora the legislature, 
are derived from private donations, and are, as well as its accommodations for pupils at 
present quite limited. Itis intended to furnish the pupils with the means of instruction, 
in the mechanical arts and agriculture. There are at present about twenty pupils, under 
the instruction of a gentleman, whe was formerly a teacher in the American Asylum, 
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with two or three assistants. The directors offer to receive, educate, and furnish with 
every necessary, except clothing, deaf mutes from nine to twenty-seven years ot age in- 
clusive, at eighty dollars per annum. 

Should it be thought, that the proposals from any of the institutions, which your agent 
has not had an opportunity of visiting, are entitled to particular consideration, from low- 
ness of terms, or other apparent advantages, a further investigation and examination of 
their claims to public patronage, is respectfully recommended.

Session, report the following, viz. 


RULES OF TRE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES, 1824. 


OF THE FORMATION AND DAILY MEETING OF THE HOUSE. 


First.—The credentials of the members shall be presented to the Secretary of State, or 
in his absence, the Clerk of the House, for the preceding year, either in the morning of the 
day of election, or on the day preceding ; who shall make out a list, by counties, of such 
members as shall have presented their credentials ; and shall take his seat in the house, at 
nine o'clock in the morning ot the day of election, and having called to order, shall pro- 
ceed to call the members, and when a quorum shall have taken their seats they shall, 
(having first taken the necessary caths,) proceed to the choice of a Speaker and a Clerk 
pro tem. and on the nomination of the speaker, s shall appoint a committee, consisting of 
three members from each county, to join such committee as the Governor and Council 
may appoint, to receive, sort and count the votes for Governor, Lieutenant Governor, 
"Treasurer and Councillors. 

Second.—The house shall meet every day, (Sundays excepted) at nine o’clock in the 
morning, and at two o’clock in the afternoon, unless otherwise specially ordered. 


OF COMMITTEES. 


First.—At the commencement of each session, the following committees shall be ap- 
pointed, viz. 

A committee of three members, to report the unfinished business of the last session. 

A committee of three members, to report rules of the house. 

A committee consisting of seven members, who shall take into consideration all matters 
relating to the election of the members, to be denominated the committee of Elections. 

A committee consisting of four members, to join from council, who shall take into con- 
sideration all matters affecti ting the revenues of the state—shall, from time to time, inquire 
into the state of the treasury; ascertain the amount of debts due to the state, and the 
claims against it; report the amount of taxes necessary to be raised for the support of 
covernment, and i inquire whether any, and if any, what measures oug':t to be adopted, 
the better to equalize the public burdens, secure the accountability of public agents, and 
otherwise improve the financial concerns of the state ; to be denominated the committee 
of /Fays and Means. 

A committee consisting of four members, to join from council, who shall take into con- 
sideration all matters relating to the militia; to be denominated the «Miltary com- 
mittee : - 

A committee ounce of four members, to join from council, who shall take into con- 
sideration all matters relating to the judiciary; to be denominated the Judiciary commit- 
tee: 

A committee consisting of fonr members, to join from eouncil, who shall take into con- 
sideration all claims against the state; to be denominated the committee of Céaims. 

A committee of four members, to join from council, who shall take into consideration 
all matters relating to turnpike roads; to be denommated the Turnpike committee : 

A committee consisting of four members, to join from council, who shall take into con- 
sideration all matters relating to acts of suspension or insolvency ; to be denominated the 
committee of Jnsolwencu : 

A committee consisting of four members, to join from council,who shall take into con- 
sideration all matters relating to domestic manuiactures; to bedenominated the committee 
of Manufactures : 

A committee consisting of four members, to join from council, who shall take into con- 
sideration all matters relating to agriculture ; to be denominated the committee of igri- 
culture : 

A committee consisting of four members, to join from council, who shall take into con- 
sideration all matters relating to land taxes; to be denominated the Land Tax commit- 
tee: 

A committee consisting offour members, to join from council, te take into consideration 
all petitions for new trials ; to be denominated the committee of Vew frais. 

A committee of one member from each sounty, to make up the General List 
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A committee of one member from each county, to join from council, to take into con- 
sideration all subjects referred to a member of each county ; to be denominated the Gene- 
rai committee. ; 

A committee of four members, to join from council, to take into consideration all literary 
subjects ; to be denominated the Lzterary committee. And a committee of tour members, 
to be denominated a committee on bills, whose duty it shallbe to inspect all bills before 
engrossing, and correct the same, if necessary, in the language, without effecting the 
sense. 

Second.—No committee shall sit during the sessions of the house, without leave from 
the house. 

` Phird.—All committees shall have a right to report by bill. 

Fourth —All committees, except the one, the appointment of which is provided for in 
the first article of the rules, shall be appointed by the Speaker, but any appomtment 
made by the speaker, may, on motion of a member, be overruled by the house, in which 
case the house shall, on the nomination ofa member, immediately fill the vacancy. 

Fifth.— Any member may excuse himself from serving on any committee, if at the 
time of his appointment he shall be a member of three other committees. 

Sixth.—When the house shall have ordered the appointment of a committee, the 

saker shall be entitled to one recess of the house, in which to make the appointment. 


OF THE RIGHTS AND DUTIES OF THE SPEAKER AND OTHER MEMBERS. 


First.—The speaker shall take the chair, at the hour to which the heuse stands ad- 
journed, and when a quorum shall have assembled, he shall call to order 2e% proceed to 
business ; causing the journals of the preceding day to be read at the opening of the house 
on each day. he shall preserve order, and may speak on all questions of order, in pre- 
ference to any other member, rising from his seat for that purpose; and sualı decide on all 
questions of order, subject to an appeal to the house. 

Second,—In case of any disturbance or disorderly conduct in the gallery or lobby, the 
speaker may cause the same to be cleared. ^ 

Third.—If any member, in speaking, or otherwise, transgress the rules of the house, the 
speaker shall; or any other member may, call to order, in which case, the member so 
called to order, shall immediately sit down, unless permitted to explain, and the house 
shall. 1f appealed to, decide the same without debate. If the decision be in favour of the 
member called to order, he shall be at liberty to proceed, if otherwise, and the case re- 
quire, he shall be liable to the censure of the house. 

Fourth.—No member shall speak more than twice to the same question, without per- 
mission from the house, nor shall he speak a second time while the floor is claimed by a 
member who has not spoken to the question under consideration. 

Fifth.—Neo member shall absent himself from the service of the house, unless he has 
leave of absence, 1s sick, or unable to attend. 

Sixth.—Any member may call for the yeas and nays on any question, and when taken, 
every member present shall vote, unless excused by the house; but no member shall be 
compelled to vote who was not present when the question was stated in the chair, nor 
shall any one be permitted to vote, who was not present when his name was called. 

Seventh—No member in the minority, or who did not vote on any question, shall have 
a right to move for reconsideration thereof, nor shall a motion for reconsideration be in 
order, unless made within forty-eight hours after the passing of such vote. 

FEx:ghth—No member shall call for the yeas and nays, on anyajuestion after a vote 
thereon shall have been declared by the speaker. 

Niınth—Every member, on presenting a resolution, shall state, shortly, the object of it, 
and shall be held responsible for the decency of expression used therein. 

Lenth.—Every motion shall be reduced to writing by the mover, if required by the 
speaker, or any other member. 

dsleventh.—The speaker shall have a right to call upon a member to discharge the du- 
ties of the chair, whenever from indisposition, or other cause, he shall find it” Heese 
temporarily to retire from it; and when the house shall have resolved to go into commi 
tee of the whole, the chairman shall be named by the speaker. 

Twe fth.—All petitions shall be referred to a committee without reading, unless the 
reading shall be demanded by a member. 

1 har teenth. —The house having decided on any question, it shall not again be brought 
before the house, in any form whatever: during the same session. 

Fourteenth.—The speaker shall, at the commencement of every session, apply to the 
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sheriff of the county for such number of officers to attend the house, as he may think ne- 
cessary and apj.oint a door-Keeper. ” 
Fifteenth——No motion to amend the rules of the house shall be acted upon. until it 
shall have heen before the house, at least twenty-four hours. 
Srxcteensh—Any petition which shall not be presented to the house, before the e:zhth 
day of the session, shall be dismissed. f 


OF FUE ADMISSION UPON THE FLOOR OF THE HOUSE, OF SUCH AS ARE NOT MEMRERS. 


First. —Any person who has held the offiec,of Governor or Lientenant Governor; the 
judges of the Supreme Court; the Distr.ct Judge, Attorney and Marshal of the United 
States; embers of Congress, and such as have prev‘oucly held those otfices.—Treasurer 
of the state, members of the Council Clergy, and such others as may be introduced by a 
member, shal] be admitted to seats on the floor of the house. 

Second._—Council may be admitted to advocate any cause, if permitted by three fourths 
of the members present. 


OF BILLS. 


First.—No bill shall be introduced, except reported by a committee, or with leave of 
the h use. 

Second.—No bill shall pass the house until it shall have been read three several times, 
the last of which, shall be at least twenty-four hours after the first reading, and the se- 
cond and third reading of all bills of a public nature, shall be ordered for some particular 
day. 

Thi-d.—Every bill shall be engrossed before it is read a third time, and at the third 
reading, it shall not be amended in the house, unless by unan:mous consent, but it may 
be committed for amendment. 


OF MOTIONS. 


First.—A motion to adjourn shall be always iu order, aud shall be determined without 
debate. 

Secord.—*iotions on bills shall be sustained in the following order, viz: 

Ist—To dismiss. 

2d—'To postpone to the next session of the legislature. 

3a—T o postpone to a day certain. 

4th—To he on the table. 

5th—'To commit. : 
6th— To amend.

The superyatendent of the Vermont state prison made the following report, viz. 
To the |General Assembly of the State of Vermont now in session : 


I have the honour to submit herewith an account of all property heionging to the 
Vermont sta prison, on the 30th day of September, 1324, and an absiract of the same, 
exhibiting the situation of the prison for the year ending that period, 

In submitting this report to your consideration, I deem it my duty to remark, that the 
labour of the convicts for the past year have been as great as at any year previous, having 
woven about 140,000 yards of coiton cloths, and the expense for the maitenance of the 
` prison has not exceeded in amount that of any former year. The honourable legislature 
will notice By the account current of the state prison accompanying this report, “that the 
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final result ofthe year’s labonr of the state convicts, have not been so profitable as that of 
the year preceding. To explain the causes to which this variation may be traced, and 
why it has terminated less profitably to the state, I will endeavour to inform the General 
Assembly. And in the first place my inability to cash the demand against the agents for 
the Lippet manufacturing company, at Providence, for whom I had woven on a contract, 
a large amount payable in yarn, and I had every reason to believe would be realized 
from the readiness evinced by that company to pay the balance as they formerly had, (a 
part of it at least) in money, but in this I was disappointed, and was under the necessity 
of receiving and working the yarn at a higher price than what it might have been pur- 
chased for cash in market, and the circumstance of their declining a continuation of the 
contract for a larger positive amount than 40,000 yards for the year to come which was 
less by 60,000 yards than what had been woven for them the preceding year. My failure 
to effect these objects as favourably as I could have wished, has compelled me to draw 
from the treasurer a sum larger than was contemplated last fall to furnish stock for the 
weaving department for the year to come. Another circumstance | would mention and 
which has had an important effect on the labours of the prison, and- that 1s, the great de- 
preciation in the prices of cotton goods for the past year, the fall on those goods has obli- 
ged me tu sell at reduced prices from the preceding year of nearly twenty per cent. on the 
cloths manufactured at the prison. 

I take this opportunity to inform the legislature that the convicts at the state prison are 
altogether empyjoyed in weaving cloth, the stock tor which is purchased from the funds of 
the institution. The contract for weaving for the Lippet company, having lately expired, 
anu there is no prospect of its renewal with that company, or with any other on such 
terms as can authorize me to believe it would be judicious for to make, or that would be 
profitable to the state. But while such is the situation of the state prison affairs, I am 
happy to observe and verily believe that the present situation of the funds of the prison 
are such as will enabie the superintendent to prosecute the weaving business for the year 
to come, and furnish 1t with a stock of yarn wholly on account of the state, so that in fu- 
ture the profits which has been realized by those who have furnished the prison with 
yarn can te realized by the state. I should therefore recommend the continuation of the 
Weaving business, being, as we are, prepared for no other employment so extensively, 
none could be pursued more advantageously than that of weaving, and when yaru is pur- 
chased with cash, even at the present reduced prices of cotton goods, it promises better 
than any other business, as the wants of community for the articles manufactured must 
continue, and the prices of the fabrics may be calculated to increase rather than diminish, 
as the fluctuations of business and the increase of domestic manufactures has already re- 
duced them to the lowest point, at which manufacturing can safely and profitably be 
prosecuted. With the closest calculation and most rigid economy, with this view of the 
subject, I feel confident that the prospect for weaving with our own yarn entirely, for the 
year to come, will eventuate in the full support of the state prison from the labour of its 
convicts. :

To His Excellency Governor Van Ness, 


SIR, 

The board of directors of the American Asylum, at Hartford, for the education and 
instruction of the deaf and dumb, herewith forward your excellency a copy ofa resolu- 
tio: of the General Court of Massachusetts, appointing a committee to visit this Asylum, 
with a view tolearn what provision can be made here, and on what terms, for the indi- 
gent deat and dumb of that state, between the ages of twelve and twenty one. 

ne board having learned through authorized agents, of the states of Vermont, New- 
Flamushire and Mame, hat these ‘states were desirons of making suitable provison tor 
their indigent deaf and dumb, express to your excellency, that it would be agreeable to 
them to have some plan digested and adopted, by which the wants of all may be supplied 
here, cn such principles that each may have a due share in the enjoyment of the funds 
granted by Congrezs, for the benefit of that class of the community. 

The directors consider that the nature of their trust demands of them so to administer 
the affairs of this institution, which is in fact a national one, that each of the states, making 
application, should have the same benefit from the national grant, as though the institu- 
tion were located within its own territory. : 

Under these cireumstances, the directors respectfully suggest to your excellency, whether 
it would not be expedient that the state of Vermont should appoint one or two commis- 
sioners, to meet in Ilartford, a committee of this board, in order to take the subject into 
considerat:ou, to exaiaine iuto the state of the funds of the asylum, its present operations, 
mechanical, uterary and moral ; its future prospects and confer on all matters relating to the 
proposed object, with a view, by mutual counsels, to digest for the consideration of the 
legislature or of your c: ceellency, some plan, equal in “its operations, and beneficial and 
satisfactory to all, 

A similar communication is to be made to each of the states above named, with a view 
to give opportnniiy fora mutual conference on this subject. ` 

The directors submit it to your excellency, to adopt such measures on this subject as 
may seem prover ‘They will merely add, they entertain a belief that the advanced 
state of this institution, its growing prosperity, with its liberal and increasing funds, our 
own economyin cxpense, alone, considered, present it as an object promising greater ben- 
efits than could other wise be obtained, but when the advantages arising from the combi- 

nel influence of those states, are duly appreciated, as they doubtless would be, on due 
eaves eure of plans that may be propon the directors are persuaded that no doubt 
would remain, that the institution would subserve in the best manner practicable, the 
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views of those states, and the prosperity of that class of their citizens; whose welfare they 
are seeking to promote. - 
The last annual report of the directors accompanies this letter, to which we beg leave, 
respectfully, to refer your excellency.

Resolved, That the Hon. Messrs. James Fowler and John Mills, be a committee, in the 
recess of the legislature, to confer with the directors of the American Asylum, at Hartford, 
for the education and instruction of deaf and dumb persons, and ascertain what accommo- 
dations and mechanical employments are provided in that institution for pupils of other 
states, and the best terms upon which they will receivé into the asylum, the indigent deaf 
and dumb, between 12 and 21 years of age, from Massachusetts, to-report at the next ses- 
sion of the General Court.

The select committee raised on the resolution, introduced by Mr. Olin on the 15th inst. z 
to inquire whether any, and if any, what proceedings are necessary to be had with bills * 
which were suspended at the last session, made the following 


REPORT: 


Montpelier, Oct. 20, 1824. 
To the Hon. General Assembly, now sitting’: 


Your committee raised on said resolution, report, that the powers of the house of re- 
presentatıves are defined in the third section of the second chapter of the constitution, 
which provides that he legislative power shall be vested in a house of representatives of 
the freemen of the commonwealth, or state of Vermont; and in the ninth section of the 
same chapter, which, among other provisions of the General Assembly, contains the-fol- 
lowing : they are empowered to prepare bills and enact the same intolaws. Which pro- 
visioris your committee conceive, give full power to the house of representatives, on all 
the subjects of legislation, unless controlled or limited by some other part of the constitu- 
tion, and this without the concurrence of the governor and council, or of any other power 
whatever. Your committee find no power given by the constitution, to the governor and 
council, to control the house of representatives, in passing laws, except what i is contained 
in the sixteenth section of the same chapter, which provides that all bills shall be laid be- 
fore the governor and council, for their revision and concurrence or proposals of amend- 
ment; and ifany amendments are by them proposed, and not agreed to by the house of 
representatives, the governor and council shall have power to suspend the passing thereof 
until the next session of the legislature. 

Now it is the opinion of your committee, that with regard to the bills mentioned in 
said resolution, the governor and council have already exercised all the powers given 
them by the constitution, as a negative upon the house. A different construction of the 
constitution would imply the power of the governor and council to suspend the passing of 
the same bill, from session to session, at pleasure ; which would amount to an absolute 
negative upon the house of representatives; this your committee conczive was never in- 
tended by the framers of the constitution. 
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Your committee are, therefore, of opinion that, should the house of representatives pro- 
ceed on the several readings, made necessary by the rules of the house, and pass the bills, 
mentioned in said resolution, the same would become laws, without any further reference 
of the same to the governor and council, and“without their concurrence therein.

I herewith transmit such returns as have been received, of the number of deafand 
dumb, in this state, in pursuance of a resolution, passed Nov. 6, 1823. Returns have been 
received from only forty towns. From these it appears that there are, in those towns, - 
seventy nine deaf and dumb. Of these, 44 are males and 35 females. Thereare 11 over 
30 years of age; 22 between 20 and 30; 37 between 10 and 20, and 8 under 10 years of 
age. The age of one is not returned. 

The information herewith transmitted, is not derived wholly, from returns of town 
clerks; much of it has been furnished by the attention of the members of the legislature. 
Itis known that in many towns, there are no deaf and dumb, but as returns are wanting 
from so many towns, it is to be presumed, that from what are furnished, no certain esti- 
mate can be made of the number ot deaf and dumb, in this state.

In the year 1781, Col. Jonathan Child was appointed 
commissary of purchase to supply with provisions, Col. Benjamin Wait’s regiment, station- 
ed at Peacham and Corinth, and that the said Child employed the petitioner to furnish 
the regiment, and that he did furnish provisions to the amount of $462 92; and it further 
appedred to the satisfaction of your committee, that the petitioner has never received the 
amount, either from Child or from the state ; but as he was employed by Child, your com- 
mittee consider that his claim is against Child, and not the state, for we do not find that 
Child was authorized to employ an agent.—We therefore, consider, that the claim of the 
petitioner cannot be recognized as a legal claim against the state of Vermont. A contra- 
ry principle would open a door for every person, who may have been employed by an a- 
gent of the government, and who have been so unfortunate as not to receive payment 
from the agent, to make their claim directly against the state; a doctrine to which your 
committee cannot subscribe. But taking into consideration the important services ren- 
dered by the petitioner, during the revolutionary war, and his present extreme poverty, 
we respectfully recommend to the House to pass a law granting to the petitioner one hun- 
dred dollars.

I herewith communicate to the General Assembly, copies of the correspondence with 
the Hon. Daniel Webster, on the subject of the lands granted to the society tor the pro- 
pagation ofthe gospel in foreign parts. I will also state for the information of the mem- 
bers, that the sum of nine hundred dollars has, at different times, been appropriated to de- 
fray the expenses of the suit against the town of Newhaven; and that of this sum, Mr. 
Edmond, the late agent of the state, has drawn from the treasury, six hundred and fifty 
dollars ; four hundred dollars of which have been paid to Mr. Webster, and two hundred 
and fifty dollars, retained by him I find that two hundred dollars were paid, by agree- 
ment for the services of Mr Webster, in attending the circuit court at Windsor in May, 
1820. and that he has received the same amount towards his fees for arguing the cause 
before the supreme court at Washington. 

The amount which Mr. Webster still seems to consider his due, is three hundred dol- 
lars ; and the sum remaining in the treasury is two hundred and fitty dollars.

If there be any question, of a more precise nature, in regard to which I can give 
any information, J shall have great pleasure in complying with your wishes. 

I take this occasion to say, that my last sundry letters to the agent of the state, on the 
subject of this question, were none of them favoured with an answer.

to said rights in every respect.” And Į observed that it was important for the state to 
ascertain, whether any further steps can be taken to defend what it believes to be its 
right, or whether by the decision which has been made, it is precluded from any farther 
defence.” 

The particular object of my communication was to ascertain, whether in your opinion, 
the decision of the supreme court, conclusively settled the principle, in relation to all those 
rights of land; or whether you could suggest any question, which had not been raised in 
the cause which has been tried, and on which you should think the state could place suf- 
ficient reliance, to justify the defence of another suit for a different right. Not being 
aware, sir, that [ can propose any question * of a more precise nature,” I hope you will 
consider the inquiry, with this explanation, sufficiently definite, to admit of your favoring 
me with an answer thereto. ` $ 

I would hkewise request that you would have the goodness to forward to me your ac- 
count against the state, that measures may be taken for the payment of any balance that 
may remain due to you. The state having made, what it understood to be, the necessary 
appropriation, your claim was supposed to have been paid, until by an examination of 
your correspondence with Mr. Edmond, the fact appears otherwise.

SIR, 

I am afraid that I cannot make any suggestions, at present, which would be essential- 
iy useful to the legislature of Vermont, respecting the glebe lands. What the court has 
decided appears from the case, as do also the grounds of that decision. 

It is now sometime since the case was argued, and my attention has not been particu- 
larly called back to it, until your communications. f wrote the former agent frequently, 
without receiving any answer. 

Upon reviewing the case, I do not find myself able to suggest any particular course, for 
which I would be responsible. Since the receipt of your letter,a month or two ago, 
I have not had sufficient leisure, to consider the case maturely, and as it ought to be con- 
sidered. My health has not been good, and I have spent much of the time, since my re- 
turn from Washington, in travelling for its improvement. My general impression has 
been, that the state might adopt some mode, to assert ifs own right over the lands, or to 
- control those who hold it. But what this mode should be, requires, to confess the truth, 
more consideration than I have given to the case. 

The general idea which I entertain, is, that it is competent for the state authority to try 
the question of forfeiture, for abuse, or non-user, or for any other sufficient cause, and to 
pronounce a judgment of forfeiture. 

As to my account, the arrangement made, was, that I was to receive 500 dollars, for 
attending to the cause at Washington.—] received either $200 or $300 (I think the former, 
my receipts will show,) and although I believe I wrote for the rest, it was not sent. For 
the present I would not wish the balance to be sent to me. 

I shall endeavour to keep this subject in my mind, and if any of your friends should be 
this way, before I go south, I will cheerfully give a day toa consideration on this subject.

The select committee raised on the petition of the corporation of the University of Ver- 
mont, praying for a grant to assist them in rebuilding their public buildings, made the 


following 
REPORT : 
To the Hon. General Assembly now sitting : 


Your committee to whom the petition of the corporation of the University of Vermont. 
was referred, report, that in their opinion, the prayer thereof ought to be so far granted, 
that a portion of the funds accrued to the state, from the Vermont State Bank, be appro- 
priated for their relief; and the committee report a bill in blank, numbered one, for that 
purpose, and also a statement of facts number two. 

Which is submitted, by 


O. C. MERRILL, for Committee. 
The statement of facts which accompanied said report, is as follows, viz. 


It has appeared to the committee that the legislature, by the consent of the corparation, 
assumed to themselves the appointment of trustees for the University, in 1810—that the 
college continued in successful operation until the year 1813, when the college edifice was 
taken possession of by the United States’ troops ; when instruction was suspended, and the 
officers of the college dismissed. 

After the close of the late war, in the spring of 1815, Doctor Samuel Austin was ap- 
pointed president; and at the succeeding commencement, professors of the learned lan- 
guages and of mathematics and natural philosophy, were also appointed, who entered up- 
on the duties of their respective offices, during that year. At this time an annual sub- 
scription for five years, to the amount of $500, was raised in Burlington and its vicinity, 
in aid ofthe permanent funds, to support the officers of college. 

In March, 1821, president Austin resigned. The instruction was continued, during that 
year, under able professors. At a meeting of the corporation, at Montpelier, in October, 
1821, owing to the depressed state of the funds of the college, and other discouraging cir- 
cumstances, it became a question of doubt with the corporation, whether instruction 
should be continued, in the University, until it could be done under more favourable au- 
spices ; and the corporation adjourned to meet at Burlington, on the 21st day of November 
following.—At this meeting a redeeming spirit arose in Burlington, and an annual cash 
subscription of $800 to continue for the term of five years, from August, 1822, was raised 
in Burlington, for the support of the officers ef college. The Rev. Daniel Haskell was 
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then appointed president, and James Dean, professor of mathematics and natural philoso- 
phy, which appointments were cordially approved, by all the friends of the college, and 
commanded respect and confidence abroad. 

Mr. Haskell continued to preside over the institution, to the great satisfaction of the 
public, and the universal approbation of the students, until the last spring, when, by the 
visitation of Providence, he was rendered incapable of discharging his official duties. Un- 
der his presidency, the students had increased from about twenty scholars to the number 
of fifty-five. 

On the 27th day of May last, the college edifice, was, accidentally, destroyed by fire; 
a part of the philosophical apparatus was also destroyed, other parts much injured; but 
the college library was chiefly saved. 

It also appears that the number of scholars has increased since the last commencement, 
and now number sixty-one, exclusive of resident graduates and medical students. 

It has also appeared, that fifty-five medical students attended the course of lectures de- 
livered last fall, and that there are now forty-one attending the present course, notwith- 
standing it has been industriously circulated that the lectures would be suspended. 

At the last commencement, in August, the office of president being considered vacant, 
the Rev. John Wheeler was elected president of the University, and the Rev. John J. 
Robertson, was appointed professor of the learned languages, in the place of professor 
Hubbell, resigned. Both of which gentlemen have accepted their appointments; and 
professor Robertson has entered upon the duties of his office. It is expected the presi- 
dent will be inducted into office, previous to the next term. 

It has also appeared that the inhabitants of Burlington, alone, have, raised a cash 
subscription of eight thousand dollars, for the purpose of rebuilding the college edifice ; 
and that no subscriptions have as yet been solicited elsewhere. 

Agents have been appointed to superintend the building, and the expenditure of the 
money, and have commenced their operation, and nearly completed the removal of the 
ruins of the old college, and are making preparations to commence the erection of the 
building early in the coming spring. 

A plan of the college has been exhibited to the committee ; and the expense of building 
the same, in a suitable manner, to accommodate the students, is estimated at from sixteen 
to eighteen thousand dollars. This estimate includes all the public rooms for library, 
philosophical hall and chapel. 

Which report was read and concurred in, and the bill reported by said committee, 
entitled “ Act granting aid to the corporation of the University of Vermont, in rebuilding 
the college edifice at Burlington,” was read the first time and ordered to lie on the table, 
and be made the order for to-morrow morning. 

The turnpike committee to whom was referred the petition of Robert W. Field and 
others, praying for time to complete a road laid out by a committee of the county court, 
mede report, that in their opinion the prayer thereof ought to be so far granted, as that 
the town of Chester be allowed two years, from the first day of December next, to com- 
plete the road therein mentioned, and that the petitioners have leave to introduce a bill 
accordingly ; which report was read and concurred in, and in pursuance ot said leave, the 
petitioners brought in a bill, entitled, “ An act, for the relief of the town of Chester and 
Andover in the county of Windsor,” which was read the first and second times, amended 
and ordered to be engrossed and read a third time. 

The turnpike committee to whom was referred the petition of Abraham Blake and 
others, praying for an act authorizing the taking of toll at the bridge across Missisqui 
River, in Highgate, made report, that the prayer thereof ought ta be granted, and that 
the petitioners have leave to take toll at the bridge therein named\for a term of years ; 
which report was read and concurred in, and in pursuance of said leave, the petitioners 
brought in a bill, entitled, “ An act,authorizing Samuel W. and Stephen S. Keys, to erect 
and keep a toll bridge across Missisko river, which was read the first time, and ordered 
to lie on the table. 

The judiciary committee to whom was referred the petition of Daniel Lillie, guardian 
of Simeon and Betsey Brooks, praying for authority to sell the real estate of his wards, 
made report, that the prayer thereof ought to be granted, and of a bill, entitled “an act, 
to authorize the guardian of Simeon Brooks and Betsey Brooks, to sell and convey the 
real estate of his.-wards,” which report was read and concurred in, and said bill was read 
the first and second times, and ordered to be engrossed and read a third time. 

The general committee, to whom was recommitted the resolution, introduced by Mr. 
Ingham, on the 22d Oct. to inquire into the expediency of passing a law, to cause all wild 
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lands in this state, to be appraised and set in the sani list, at a certain per cent. &e. made 
report, that is inexpedient to pass any law contemplated in said resolution.

was read the first time, and ordered to be read a second time, and made the order for to- 
morrow morning.

The engrossed bill, entitled, ** an act, directing the treasurer to pay Clapp Bowles the 
sum therem mentioned,” was returned by the governor and council, non-concurred, and 
their reasons assigned In writing. 
The house azain resolved itself into a committee of the whole house, on the bill en- 
titled, “ an act, in addition to an act, for the support of schools,” and having spent some 
time therein, Wir. Speaker resumed the chair, and Mr. Temple reported, that the com- 
mittee had had the said bill under their consideration, and directed him to report the 
same with certain amendments.

* Previded, also, That whenever the amount of the funds, and the taxes, raised by vote 
by any town, forthe support of schools, shall produce as great a sum, as is directed to be 
collected by this act, the selectmen may, in such case, omit assessing the aforementioned 
tax. . 
4th. “Strike out the second section of said bill, and insert in lieu thereof the two follow- 

ing sections, viz. 

“ Sec, Q. And zt is hereby further enacted, That all taxable property shall be liable to 
be taxed, in the school district, in which the same shall be situated, at the time to be re- 
ferred to by the listers in making up the grand list.” 

* Sec. 3. And itis hereby further enacted, That all towns, and town officers, shall be lia- 
ble to the same penalties, tor their neglect in levying, collecting and paying over and dis+ 
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tributing, the monics eontemplated to be raised by this act, to which they are now liable 
by law for their neglect, in like cases, under the act to which this is an addition.” 

“ Provided, That any town, at any meeting, legally warned, for that purpose, may, by 
vote, direct the collection of such tax, in such articles of produce, at the market price, as 
may be most advantageous to such town.” 

The said frst and second amendments proposed by the committee of the whole house, 
were concurred in.

SIR, , 3 l 
In compliance with the resolution of the General Assembly, of the 18th October, re- 
questing me to communicate suchiuformation as] might have, relating to the number and 
: present condition of the arms and ordnance stores belonging to this state. 1 have the hon- 
our to communicate to the house the accompanying papers. 

I avail myself of this occasion, respectfully to express my concurrence in the suggestion 
of the Quartermaster General, in relation to the erection of an arsenal. It is deemed of 
importance that the arms belonging to.the state, should be safely kept, and preserved 
frominjury. The expense, it is believed, would certainly not exceed two thousand dol- 
lars, for a sufficient arsenal, including a repairing shop; and, possibly, a less sum might 
answer the purpose. Connected with this subject is another to whichI beg leave to ad- 
vert at thistime. Inthe year 1812, two thousand five hundyed stands of arms, which 
had been received from the United States, were by an act of the legislature, directed to 
be apportioned among the several towns, and to be deposited with the selectmen for safe 
keeping. Itis probable that many of those arms are lost, by having been delivered to the 
militia during the war, and by other means. But would it not be for the public interest 
if measures should be taken to collect all that remain, and to place them in the custody of 

. the Quartermaster General, so that all the public arms might be kept together? It could 
then, at all times, be known what number of arms the stafe possessed, and the situation 
in which they might be. And if, in any event, they should. be wanted for actual service, 
they might be distributed, under the direction of the state, in a manner much more safe, 
as well as more simple than that provided by the act of 1812. 

I have made these remarks witha view of drawing the attention of the legislature to 
this ae that they may adopt such measures as they shall deem most for the public 
good.

SIR, 

In addition to my communication of the 30th of September, 1824, I have only to say, 
that I have not with me any data from which I can calculate the precise numbeř of small 
arms now in my possession. [ however presume that after deducting one hundred and 
fifty muskets delivered Capt. Patridge’s school, and sixty-five rifles, with the equipments, 
delivered the. artillery company at this place, there will remain in my possession, about 
twelve hundred muskets, in boxes, a part of which have not been overhauled since 1819, 
as appears by the marks on the boxes; and although I am not aware that any of the arms 
or ordnance, now in my possession are out of repair, still I might be considered as want- 
ing in a duty I owe the public, not to suggest, that the small arms must very soon be 
overhauled, and, if necessary, repaired ; otherwise they will iu time be rendered useless; 
and with a view to effect such repairs as will be necessary, and to afford a safe and suit- 
able place to deposit the arms, ordnance and ordnance stores of this state, permit me re- 
spectfully to suggest the propriety of erecting a small state arsenal, a measure I consider 
strongly indicated by sound policy, as well as economy.

In compliance with a law of this slate, Isend you herewith, a statement of the situa- 
tion of this department for the year ending Sept. 30th, 1824, as follows. 

The muskets (except one hundred and fifty) which have heretofore been reported by 
me, remain in my possession, with an addition recently received from the United States, of 
seven hundred and forty-five muskets, sixty-five rifles and sixty-five sets of equipments 
for rifles. 

The one hundred and fifty muskets have been taken from my possession, for the use of 
Capt. Partridge’s school at Norwich. Vermont, and the sixty-five rifles, with their equip-~ 
ments, have been taken for the use of the artillery company at Montpelier. 

The four field pieces, which remained in my possession, at the date of my last report, 
have been mounted, and should the interest of the militia reqwre it, can be distributed. 

The small brass piece, purchased of Col. Martin Roberts, has been placed in the care 
of the officers of the artillery company in Manchester, for the use of their company. 


‘The two caissons, mentioned in my last report, are unfinished.

REPORT: 


The committee to whom was referred that portion of the Governor’s speech which re- 
lates to Gen. La Fayette, respectfully report, 

That they coincide with the executive, and consider his recommendation a faithful re- 
spouse of public sentiment and teeling. 

In the general and affectionate enthusiasm which pervades the United States, the al- 
most simultaneous effect of the recent arrival of this venerated patriot, the republic’s an- 
cient and estimable friend and benefactor, there is much cause to rejoice, and much to 
appreciate, on account of the public good already realized, and its further promise of 
grateful and generous feeling. 

There are unequivocal tokens of an universal andar %t desire felt by our constituents, 
for an affectionate and unostentatious interview with this virtuous and distinguished pupil 
and companion of Washington. This avidity of desire, will not be satisfied, unless the 
public functionaries, shali solicit the General, in very pressing terms, to honour Vermont 
wiih his presence. l ` 

In the event of Gen. La Fayette’s accepting the invitation, the people will, with great 
alacrity, avail themselves of the privilege acceded them, to manifest their deep sense of 
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gratitude, for his meritorious services, in the camps and conflicts of the revolution -—and 
in the warmth, and spontaneous expressions of kindness and affection, will associate his 
name with the ‘dearest national recollections. 

The measure is a dictate, not only of the finest feelings of the human heart, but of rea- 
son and duty. It is not merely an impulse of selfish gratification, but a medium of pre- 
sent instruction, and prospective utility. 

Ancient and modern precedents support the conclusion, that much moral and social 
benefit is derived trom the adoption and use of means that give eclat to events which 
confirm oremanate from established benevolent principles. or 

Encomiums pronouneed on benevolent and virtuous example, and eulogies upon the 
founders of our liberties, who, as agents of Divine Providence, broke the “rod of the op- 
pressor,” can never, with impunity, be subjects of neglect or indifference, and should ne- 
ver be undervalued. 

To cherish respect for those who bled in the sacred cause of independence, in its ten- 
dency, stamps, in an eminent degree, a sense of gratitude in the American heart, and car- 
ries with it an admonitory force. 

This now venerable apostle of liberty, his great and good preceptor, our “ first chief,” as 
well as many others, who participated in the glorious events, which distinguish our carly 
annals, may be regarded as shining examples of a steady and unyielding devotion to the 
cardinal virtues, and onerous duties which uphold society. The unsparing hand of time 
has left but few of them to be honoured in the midst of the people, and to bask in the sun- 
shine of the public good they effected. 

The arrival of Gen. La Fayette, and the love of the people, which has awaited upon 
him, have disclosed a trait in the American character, encouraging to all who would do 
well, to persevere in an upright course of usefulness; and will, it is presumed, havea 
healthful effect to delay, if not avert, our approach to the period of degeneracy, from 
which nations, as well as individuals are not exempt. 

The sparse population of Vermont will totally forbid any magnificent ceremonial exhi- 
bitions of welcome, to be compared with those which have graced his reception in the 
maritime and commercial emporiums of our republic. Gen. La Fayette will meet with 
the hearty, honest and smiling welcome, of an industrious, moral and religious race of 
freemen, sensible of his benevolent and meritorious services, rendered in the time of our 
greatest need. 

He will find our mountainous region, which in the meridian of his day, was cempara- 
tively sylvan, wild and unsubdued to human uses, now rendered subsidiary to the supply 
of human wants, many social Improvements. and abundant comforts. The primitive in- 
terest, in a desirable state of advancement, thrifty in flocks, and herds sufficiently numer- 
ous. Productive industry generally encouraged, and rarely drones to impoverish. The 
useful arts and sciences domesticated, and progressing in their varied walks of utility. 
Manufactories, in all their varieties, hastening towards maturity, promising at no remote 
day, to surmount the evils of foreign competition ; already equal in the material, they will 
soon compete in quality, texture and refinement, with those, the boast of Europe. All, 
exhibiting as a whole, the diffusive fru.fs of our redemption from provincial impositions, 
which his sword and blood, eminently contributed to effect. These evidences of the ben~ 
eficial result of the glorious perils and sacrifices of himself and associates, leads us to in- 
dulge the hope that a visit to Vermont, will “not be wholly destitute of interest to 
himself.” 

Under these views, your committee submit the following resolutions. 

Resolved, The governor and council concurring herein, that his excellency be requested 
in behalf of the people of this state, to invite Gen. La Fayette to extend his tour into 
Vermont, and honour its citizens by his presence. 

Resolved, The governor and council concurring herein, that so much of his excellency’s 
speech as relates to this subject, together with the report of the committee, and the ac- 
companying resolves, duly authenticated, be transmitted to Gen. La Fayette, if, in the 
judgment of the executive, such a procedure is deemed proper, or such parcel thereof, as 
he shall think most suitable. And that his excellency direct such military and other ar- 
rangements for the reception of so beloved and deserving a guest, as comparts with the 
occasion.

The committee of new trials to whom was referred the bill, entitled “an act for the re- 
lief of Leonard Deming,” authorizing the supreme court to sustain his petition for anew 
trial, in a cause therein named, with directions to report the material facts in the case, 


REPORT : 


That in the spring of 1820, Wightman and Asa Chapman commenced their action on 
book against the said Leonard Deming, which was tried before Peter Starr, Esq. anda 
jury. That after the service of the writ, and before the court, Deming offered to Chap- 
mans two bills, one of which is said to be a five dollar bill, and Deming said they were 
hoth five dollar biils, in payment oftheir account, and that Deming offered to the attorney 
of Chapmans, the cost which had then accrued. That on the trial of the cause, Deming 
filed in offset his account against the Chapmans, in which were the following charges. 


To hen’s eggs, $3 04 
Amount by Joseph Flagg, 4 52 
Cash and interest by Elijah Keeler, 40 
Cash and interest by Joseph Ripley, 1 18 


The cause was fully heard by the jury and a verdict returned for the plaintiffs, to re- 
cover $11,41 damages and his costs. Deming appealed the cause, and such proceedings 
were had therein, that the same came on for hearing betore Ezra Hoyt, Samuel Swift, 
ond Reuben Saxton, auditors. The auditors having heard the parties at three several 
times, reported in favour of the said Chapmans, a balance ef $15,21, disallowing the above 
named charges of the said Deming. Deming objected to the report, but the same was 
aecepted by the county court, December term, 1820. That Deming has filed two peti- 
tions for new trials, one June term, 1821, the other Dec. term, 1822, both ef which were 
rejected by the court. : 

The committee do not learn that any testimony of any moment was offered to prove 
the two small charges of cash and interest by Keeler $0,40, and cash and interest by Rip- 
ley, $1,18. The principal contest seems to have been relative to the charges of hen’s 
eggs $3,04, and cash by Joseph Flage $4,52; the history of which seems to be as follows: 
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Deming held a note against Flagg upon which there was a balance due to Deming, 
which Flagg says was afterwards ascertained to be $4,52. That Flagg and Deming went 
to Chapman?’ store, when Flagg desired Chapmans to pay Deming between four and five 
dollars, to which they agreed. That Deming afterwards told Flagg that Chapmans 
would not pay him. After this, and about the time that Flagg absconded, he settled with 
Chapmans, by jumping accounts, and received the balance of five dollars according to 
their agreement. That he absconded on Saturday night, Sept. 9th, 1820—that Chap- 
mans knew he was going away. It appears also, that Deming knew he was going, and 
on the Monday following, Sept. 11th, 1820, offered his deposition, taken that day in Fair- 
haven, before the auditors. In the various steps of the cause, Deming offered three đe- 
positions of the said Flagg, in one ot which he states that ‘there was no agreement for 
Deming to deliver the note he held against me to Chapmans, for I always expected to 
settle with Deming myself, in order to ascertain the sum due him; and the amount I ex- 
ected to let Chapmans know before or at the time of our settlement. Deming nor my- 
self did not know the amount.” It also appears that the same note was in Deming’s hands 
at the time of the audit. i 
It appears that Deming was in Luther Hagar’s store, the night previous to fast day, in 
1820, that Hagar offered to sell him some eggs, at ten cents a dozen ; that Deming said he 
was owing some such pay to Chapmans, and if they would take them, he would buy them 
—that he went out, and after being gone a little timè, came back and bought the eggs. 
It also appears that when he came to Chapmans’ store, he inquired how they sold eggs ; 
they said at nine-pence the dozen, and give the same. On their inquiring if he wanted 
to buy, Deming replied, no, he wished tosell, and they told him they would take his eggs. 
It doesnot appear that Deming stated the quantity he wished to sell, nor does it appear 
distinctly what the conversation was. Soon after, Deming brought in a large quantity of 
eggs. At this time the Chapmans were out. Deming said he had sold the eggs to Asa 
Chapman, and wished the clerk to count them ; the clerk objected; but on Deming tell- 
ing the clerk that if Asa Chapman objected, he would take them back, they began count- 
ing them. Whilst they were counting them, Wightman came in, and inquired what they 
were doing, and seemed to be offended. Some altercation followed; Deming contending 
he had sold the eggs to Asa, and Wightman refusing to take them, and ordering the boy 
not tocount them. He, however, took three dozen of them, and carried them off. Soon 
after, Asa came into the store, and inquired of Deming what he meant by bringing so 
many eggs, Deming said, you agreed to take all I brought. Asa denied it, and said he 
expected to take only what he might have from his own hens, and that he would have 
nothing to do with them. 
The auditors rejected both the charges, 
Your committee have not found any testimony which would, in any material manner, 
vary the decision of the the auditors, and in their opinion, the said bill ought not to pass. 
All which is respectfully submitted.

The committee, to whom was referred the resolution, instructing inquiry into the pro- 
priety ofadopting some measures to establish a permanent fund for the support of schools, 

| respectfully submit the accompanyimg bill, as their re,o t, ın part. 

The committee further report, that the small amount of disposable public property, 
does not present adequate means for the immediate creation of a permanent fund for the 
object contemplated. The advantages to be realized from lotteries, under the imposing 

| example of the state of New-York, have been examined; but at this late hour of the 
session, it was deemed inexpedient to recommend a measure, the utility of which, by ma- 
ny, has been deemed qnestionable. 

After examining the propriety of raising monies, by tax on the amount of polls, and ra- 
table estate, and by direct tax on each acre of land, the committee considered it inexpedi- 
ent to recommend either mode for adoption, as they might appear onerous, inasmuch as 
one of these modes of raising monies, had been already adopted as a suitable recourse for 
the ordinary support of common schools. 

The committee therefore, consider it preferable to sequester, for the purpose of creating 
a permanent fund, a portion of the disposable funds, now subject to legislative control. 

It is found the amount of fund accrued to this state, from the avails of the late Vermont 
State Bank, may be safely calculated to amount to the sum of $15,000. Twelve thou- 
sand dollars of this sum, diverted to the creation of an ultimate permanent fund, it is 
thought, might be judicious. ~ 

The money accruing, annually, to the state from the six per cent. tax on thé nett pro- 
ceeds of our chartered banks, as also, the revenue annually derived from pedler’s licences, 
will afford a certain sum of $1,000 which it is thought eannot be more judiciously se- 
questered, or more efficaciously disposed of in support of morals and government. 

The sum now to be realised from these resources; the annual amassing of principal 
from the proceeds of the bank six per cent. and the revenue from licences, with the an= 
nual accruing interest, susceptible of being converted to principal, under proper invest- 
ments, will, ia all human probability, hasten, the reality of wishes entertained, for a per- 
manent school fund. It is demonstrable that in twenty years, the amount propesed to be 
sequestered, wil} have accumulated to something more than 75,000 dollars. 
| If it should be esteemed desirable, hereafter, to. begin to enjoy the benefits resulting 

from free schools, at a day not very remote, and within the life time of many, new in ex- 
istence, it will be in the power of succeeding legislatures,to superadd other and abundant 
means If not to us the advantage, to posterity the benefits of free schools, in the pri- 
| mary branches of education, is invaluable. 
The resolution referred to our consideration, contemplates further and progressive ef- 
| forts. And powerful and strong are the motives, which should lead us to favor measures 
of this prospective importance. The waut of means is now greatly felt, by all who con- 
sider the “ instruction imparted by our common schools, is both necessary and:sufficient 
for the common purposes of life,” and by all who hold it the surest guarantee of national 
| morals and popular institutions. These views should not, and it is trusted, will not, be 
lost sight of,if we would step from the ordinary routine of legislation, and legislate, as 
far as practicable, for the good of millions of our, posterity, who are to follow us im suc- 
cession. ; 

The law of the present session, will, it is calculated, for a few years, and perhaps until 
a funå of the amount contemplated is realized, be sufficient, in conjunction with the ordi- 
nary means which are put in requisition, to prevent the clashing uf present wants, with the 
beneficent design now submitted. 

Persuaded that the evils which are now felt from thé want of a sufficient and perma- 
§ nent fund for the purposes of common schools, will multiply, m the same ratio, as our po- 
pulation increases, the committee, respectfully, further report, that the resolution itself, 
as contemplating progressive effarts,ought to be referred to the next session of the legisla- 
| ture, and taken up asthe unfinished business of this session- 


And your committeefurther report the following resolution.
